Germany's Baltic States 
Effort Proving Futile 


Are Now Being Attacked on Three 
Sides By Letts and Es- 
thonians 


London.—Germany’s adventure in 
the Baltic states may be considered 
ended militarily, according to the 
War Office summary of the week's 
events just issued, 


, “The situation of the Germahs, who 
are being attacked on three sides by 
the Metts and Esthonians, is critical,” 
says the summary, “and it is hard to 
sce how they can longer delay evac- 
uation, Their retreat is virtually cut 
off, but it is assumed that they will 
be allowed to withdraw. 


“Another threat of potential grave 
| possibilitics ig Turkestan, where Bol- 
shevik activities are reported to be 
increasing. The Tashkent govern- 
ment has sent a commissiary to 
Mery (Russian Transcapia, and it is 
also stated that Lenine (the Bolshe- 
vik premicr), has dispatched some 
‘German Orientalists from Moscow to 
il epreud Bolshevik propaganda, 
number of these have gone to India, 
Persia and the Far East, 

“There are now no hostile forces 
between the Bolshevik and Afghan- 
istan, where the Bolshevists are 
spreading their propaganda  assidu- 
ously. 

“In South Russia the Bolsheviks 
made little progress during the past 
week, and Gen. Denikine’s troops re- 
ported some victories. A_ strong 
counter-offensive on the right has 
gained much ground and driven the 
Reds. back to within thirty miles of 
Kursk, 

“Southwest of Kiev volunteers also 
have taken the offensive and reoccu- 
pied Fastoff and captured Perdicev. 
The Bolshevik pressure has relaxed 
for the moment and their advance is 
becoming slower and less extensive. 

“The Bolshevik advance in East 
Russia continues along the whole of 
the front. In North Russia, there is 
little change in the situation, due to 
the winter, but the Whites have 
cleared virtually the whole of the Pi- 
erga valley of the Bolshevik.”

Fatmers May Profit

Winnipeg—With the lifting of the| 


United States import embargo on 
wheat, which will become® effective 
December 15, Canadian farmers will 
have the right to expect that when 
they receive final payments for their 
wheat sold to the Canadian wheat 


board, there will be a substantial in-| 


crease over the guaranteed price of 
$2.15, basis Fort William. 

During the past few days No. 1 
dark northern wheat, which is prac- 
tically on a par with Canadian No, 1 
northern, has been selling at Minnea- 
polis from $3.20 to $3.25, which is 
over one dollar more’ than our guar- 
anteed price. If Canadian wheat is 
permitted by the Dominion Goyern- 
ment to enter the United States by 
the carload, it is hardly to be expect- 
ed that the high prices now prevail- 
ing for hard spring wheat will, con- 
tinuc, but undoubtedly the Canadian 
wheat board will be able to realize 
a substantial profit on every bushel 
sold on the United States market. 

Little information can be gathered 
from offidgls of the Canadian wheat 
board as to whether the government 
will attempt to take advantage of the 
high prices now prevailing at Min- 


eee 


neapolis, Chicago, and other United 
States markets. James Stewart, chair- 
man of the Canadian wheat board, 
states that the high prices being 
quoted in the United States were real- 
ly fictitious and were only created 
by a shortage in the United States of 
hard wheat, which the millers needed 
for the making of their patent flours 


This demand, in the opinion of Mr.) 


Stewart, was very litnited, and any 
large quantity of this grade of wheat 
appearing on the markets would have 
the effect of immediately “sending 
prices downward, perhaps to the level 
of the United States government's 
guarantee of $2.26, 

At the present time the wheat sit- 
uation is obscure. The opinion gen- 
erally lreld is that the wheat board is 
behind with its European contracts, 
and that for the present no wheat 
will be available for sale in the Unit- 
ed States. 

While the board is bound to sell 
the wheat that they have taken from 
the Canadian farmers where the 
highest prices can be obtained, the 
contracts already entered into with 
European countries will have to be 
protected,

The first open sale of pure bred 
Perchon horses even held in England 
was held recently at Hendon. The 
animals, recently imported from Can- 
ada, brought an average price of 
£224, 

Two shipments of pure bred Per- 
chon horses have been made to Eng- 
land from southern Alberta within 
the last year by George Lane, the 
well known horse breeder and cattle 
rancher. The first of these shipments 
was made towards the end of 1918 
and consisted of one three-year-old 
stallion and twenty-six young mares, 
They were purchased by the Hon. 
Alexander Parker, of Norton Curlieu, 
Warwick, a prominent horse dealer in 
the old country. A further shipment 
was made a few weeks ago, one stal- 
lion and six mares going to Colonel 
H. G. Henderson and five stallions 
and forty-two mares going to Mr. 
Parker. Mr, Lane has also sold a 
pure bred stallion and fifty high class 
mares to Lord Minto, son of a former 
Governor-General of Canada, These 
animals will be shipped to Scotland.

New Homestead Map Shows Land 
Already Taken Up 

In view of the rapid settlement 
taking place in Northern Alberta, 
which will doubtless be greatly ac- 
celerated next year, a new homestead 
map of that part of the country, pub- 
lished by the Department of the In- 
terior, is very timely. It shows the 
land already taken up, that for which 
application is made or is reserved, 
and that open for settlers. 

Hundreds of returned soldiers have 
taken up land in the settlement areas 
specially set apart, and it is expected 
that many more will follow. 

For general settlement the dis- 
tricts most favored are Grande 
Prairie, Peace River, Waterhole, 
Pouce Coupe, Spirit River, McLen- 
nan and High Prairie. ‘ 

Mineral development will take 
place also, for there are not only the 
petroleum resources, but lode gold,

aside 65 acres of land for plant- 
breeding and other agricultural ex- 
perimentation. Besides the work be- 
ing done with wheat, similar tests 
have been begun with barley, rye, 
oats, alfalfa and field peas, and in 
some of these crops very promising 
results have been secured. 

Prof. G. H. Cutler, of the Univer- 
sity’s College of Agriculture, fs in 
charge of the experimenting work. 
He has mapped out a systematic 
campaign, the first outcome of which 
is that the university will have about 
200 bushels of registered seed for 
distribution to the farmera next 
spring. This will be of different var- 
ieties in wheat, oats and peas. But 
the main objective of the college ce- 
realists is to produce a new early 
wheat. 

“We are hoping,” says Prof. Cut- 
ler, “to develop through our wheat 
experiments a variety that will be 
better suited to the northern climate. 
Our aim in general has been to com- 
bine the earliness of the Plonecr and 
Prelude varieties with the yielding 
qualities of Marquis and Red Fife. 
From several of the crosses we have 
already succeeded in gaining from 
five to six days over Marquis, but we 
intend to keep on until we have shor- 
tened the ripening period still further. 

“Tt will not be possible, of course, 
to shorten up too much without re- 
ducing the yield, but we can gain per- 
haps another five days without affect- 
ing the producing value. To keep up 
the yield and milling quality, and at 
the same time produce a wheat that 
will mature ten days or a fortnight 
ahead of the present varieties, is the 
problem we are working at.” 

In three years’ time, at least, Prof. 
Cutler now hopes, the university will 
be able to announces to the world that 
a new wheat has been perfected for 
northern and middle-northern lati- 
tudes. Grain growers throughout the 
West will find it worth looking for. 

A unique achievement goes to the 
credit of the Alberta experts in the 
production of a “smooth-on” barley, 
which is already an assured fact. 
Though efforts to remove the beard 
from barley, as previously made else- 
where, have proved unsuccessful, the
